THE POLITICAL. STATUS OF CHINA. 


To the Editor of the N. ¢, Dany News. - 
- Sir,~—It_ may be‘ affirmed thot the large 
“mejority~of--sociul —institutions~owo— their 
existence to the imperfeotiuns of mankind. 
They are either makeshitts for something 
}that we ought to have and have not, or 
remedies for evils. which admit, at best, bur 
of imperfect mitigation. “And the greater 
the task to be performed, the more unsat- 
isfactury may we conclude the state. of 
affuira."to be; the very stringency of the 
power employed constituting, of ‘itself, a 
proof of the corruption on which it is oalled 
to work, Just, for example, aa tho laws of 


health~bear-heavily~ upon w delicate-or un? 
healthy man, compelling him to keep a 
constant watch over. his body, while a person 
of robust frame is scarcely conscious: of ny 
restraints whatever; so we find that, inn 
state politically weak and socially unpro- 
Bressive, there is a proportionate overgrowth 
of legislation, and a Legal Code character- 
ised alike by minuteness and severity, 

The trath of this, as a fact, will probably 
not bo questioned..It will fullow, there- 
fore, that those communities are the must 
highly civilised which are’ governed least ; 
seeing that government is at best.a necessary 
evil, and only necessary in so far as it 
prevents other and greater evils from harass- 
ing mankind. In practice, of cuurse, there 
appear to be certain exceptions to this rule. 
We see the liberty of the subject tampered 
with and commerce strangled with “ pro- 
tection” in countries where suciety has out- 
grown its leading-strings and chafes under 
their imposition ; an anomaly which puzzles 
us, until we remember the fact that Govern- 
ments, are, in the immense majority of 
instances, behind their age, Officialdom is, 
by its very nature, conservative, Just as 
the! Court of ‘Chaneery tukes a generation 
or 80-to settle a disputed claim; just as the 
Red-tape and Pounce-box Office requires ten 
men and almost as many hours to stamp a 
document, clinging to the old round-about 
methods and affected preoisions of the past, 
so does the Government of a,country stick. 
to expluded theories and preposterous laws 
‘ages after the people have discarded the one 
and quietly ignored the other.’ But, making 
due allowance “for this fact, wo shall see 
that, in the theory now laid down, we havé 
analmost absolute standard’ by which to 
teat thé. advancement and prosperity of any 
nation, For it is olear that the’ more o 
Government interferes in the common affaira 
of life, the more retrogressive will its polioy 
‘| be found. This has almust the sound of a 

paradox. Experience and observation, how- 
y; ever, prove it to be true. There are few 
things more barbarous, in the abstract, tha: 
war. .Yet we see ope Government interter- 
ing so far with the personal liberty of. its 
subjects 2s to force every man, be he scholar, 
merchant, or priest, to serve for a time 
in the rauks, irrespective of the prejudice 
such an obligation may inflict npon his 
means of livelihood, and regardless of any 
Conscientious scruples he may entertain 
He is bound to be drilled, whether he likes 
it or not; he may be compelled to fight, even 
though he looks upon war as sin. He is 
bonnd to receive what education the State 
thinka fit to give him; he is supposed to 
believe whatever the State thinks flt to teach 
him; neither in theory nor in fact is he an 
absolutely free man. The obvious conclusion
